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The Spirit Was Dampened 


Just about everything has been said concerning the problem of school 
spirit, Probably if one was to investigate, he would find that every in- 
stitution is faced, or has been faced, with poor spirit. 

Hartnell was graced for a brief few years with fine, healthy spirit. 
However, the last season in sports has dampened enthusiasm. 

School spirit doesn’t fringe entirely on athletic events; it concerns 
things like campus pride, school loyalty, interest in school government, 
and general activities, also. 

This spirit has been noticeably lacking this year. There have been 
only two occasions where an event brought the backing of the majority 
of the student body. Those events were the Winter Ball and the 
Thanksgiving game with Monterey. 

In many instances large turnouts would have been present at events 
if, perhaps, some club or organization would have been interested 
enough to give its backing and publicity. For instance, why hasn't a car 
caravan been organized to attend some out-of-town event? Or why 
haven’t some clubs given aid to the commissioner of social activities? 

The after-game dances have had poor turnouts. No one seems to 
take this fact seriously; it gives poor opinions of Hartnell to visiting 
students to find poor local interest in social events. Nothing can be 
done about poor town interest, but much could be done to improve 
lacking school interest and spirit.— JERRY HUCKLEBERRY 


New F ootball Stadium 


The ever increasing need for a new stadium in Salinas is being talked 
about wherever people congregate. Some of you may not know it but 
plans for a whole new campus, unlike the present one, were being set 
up back in 1943. Nothing was definite, however, but a lot of heads 
were getting together to help improve the college campus of Salinas 
Junior College. Things have changed quite considerably since then, 
such as purchasing the land for the A. and M., selling the land which 
is now College Park, etc. 

At the present time, there has been talk as to having the college foot- 
ball games played at the Rodeo Grounds. Naturally, there is more 
seating capacity there than we could ever have in our own, but have 
you ever thought of the advantages and disadvantages in this case.. 
Some years ago the Hartnell School District was striving to have the 
college the main body of the city. When something of interest hap- 
pens in the city, it should originate at the college. The only actual rec- 
ognition this college has had in recent years is the Junior Rose Bowl 
in 1952. If we want recognition, do we have to wait until we send an- 
other team to Pasadena? 

The estimated cost for a new stadium, to be erected near College 
Park, is $400,000, Do you think we should continue playing our foot- 
ball games at the S.U.H.S. Stadium or would you prefer to play them 
on our own home grounds where they should be? A college should 
not be without a stadium any more than it should be without a gym- 
nasium. : 

The plans, made in 1943 for a stadium on the campus, were discon- 
tinued because of insufficient funds and lack of land in which to erect 
it. On the planning committee were Mr. Addison, Mr. Bullis, Mr. Amyx, 
and Mr. Cassady. 

As was mentioned before, there are many pros and cons on this sub- 
ject. Think about it and we are sure you will realize the need. — PETE

Mr.R.B. Johnston 
Gives Washington 
Talk To Kiwanis 


Mr. Robert B. Johnston, Hartnell 
instructor of history, accepted an 
invitation to give a special talk on 
George Washington before the Sali- 
nas Kiwanis club last Thursday, 
February 24. 


Mr. Johnston is noted for his 
knowledge of America’s First Presi- 
dent, having done extensive re- 
search and study. His study of 
Washington has been from original 
materials, including the historic 
journals of the House of Burgesses 
of Virginia. The latter journals 
were made available to Mr. Johns- 
ton by the Huntington library for 
research purposes. Original source 
material, including maps and let- 
ters and other documents at Hunt- 


ington library and_ elsewhere, 
played a large part in enriching 
Mr. Johnston’s historical _ back- 


ground of George Washington. 

While attending Claremont col- 
lege graduate school, Mr. Johnston 
studied under one of America’s 
foremost historical biographers, 
Nathaniel Wright Stephenson, who 
wrote one of the many biographies 
of Washington. Mr. Johnston 
helped Dr. Stephenson gather ma- 
terial for his work on Washington. 

Mr. Johnston’s thesis “George 
Washington, Colonial Statesman” 
drew high praise from the late 
President Roosevelt’s first ambassa- 
dor to Germany, William E. Dodd, 
historian and professor at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago.

Proposed Constitution Changes 
On March General Election Ballot 


The proposed amendments for 
the By-Laws of the Constitution of 
the Associated Students of Hartnell 
college are as follows: 


Preamble 

Delete men’s representative, wo- 
men’s representative. 

Add Associated men’s president, 
Associated women’s president, soph- 
omore class president, freshman 
class representative. 

By-Laws 

Article III: Officers 

Section 1. delete men’s represen- 
tative, women’s representative. Add 
Associated men’s president, Associa- 
ted president. 

Section 2. delete faculty advisor; 
add controller; delete All appoint- 
ments are to be made in the spring 
semester for the following year; add 
The commissioner of finance shall 
be appointed in the spring semes- 
ter for the following year. The 
commissioner of public relations 
and the commissioner of athletics 
shall be appointed in the fall se- 
mester no later than the fourth 


week, All appointments are to be 
approved by the student commis- 
sion, 

Section 3. add and presidents. 

Section 4, delete women’s repre- 
sentative, men’s representative; add 
Associated women’s president, As- 
sociated Men’s president; paragraph 
(1) delete men’s representative, wo- 
men’s representative; add Associated 
men’s president, Associated women’s 
president; paragraph (2) delete of 
the second week; add after the first 
Monday; paragraph (4) delete men’s 
representative, women’s representa- 
tive. (Note: This amendment will 
have the election of the A.M. 
presidents in the spring, not in 
both elections as the By-Laws now 
states.) Paragraph (6) This para- 
graph should be omitted as it is 
probably a printer’s error. : 

Section 5. delete 2 students; add 
10 students; also add Dean of Men 
to the committee,

Dr. Loftur L. Bjarnason, Vet-

While in the Marine Corps in 
World Was II, he participated in 
four major engagements in the Pa- 
cific theatre of operations. 'T’ he ef- 
fort he expended in those engage- 
ments helped to bring peace and 
quiet to such places as Iwo Jima, 
Kwajalein, Saipan, and Tinian. 

He is the holder of several dec- 
orations, including a personal ci- 
tation from the Commandant of 
the Marine Corps, Presidential 
Unit Citation with 1 star, Asiatic- 
Pacific ribbon with 4 battle stars 
and others. 


He enlisted in the Marine Corps 
in 1942 and went on active duty in 
January of 1943 as a private. After 
several months of training at Par- 
ris Island, New River, and Quan- 
tico, Virginia, he was commissioned 
a 2nd lieutenant of 14 July 1943 
shortly before being sent overseas 
with the 4th Marine Division as 
intelligence officer of the 25th Ma- 
rine regiment. He was eventually 
promoted to Major, the rank he 
now holds in the Marine Reserves. 


Among his most notable experi- 
ences was the invasion and eventual 
occupation of Iwo Jima, the scene 
of nearly two months of furious 
action. 


Before joining the service, he 
taught German and Icelandic at 
Stanford University and then went 
to the University of Florida at 
Gainesville as Assistant Professor. 
For the last several years, he has 
taught in or near Palo Alto. 


Dr. Bjarnason is married and 
has one child, Christopher, aged 
three.
